W HI Known Business Man of Adams 


County Succumbs after Illness 


of a 
Long 
Duration. 
Widely

Frederick A. Asper, proprietor of 
the Benn Tile Works at Bendersville 
Station, died a t half past eleven F ri­ 
day night from a complication of dis­ 
eases with which he had been suffer­ 
ing for almost a year. 
He was 68 
years old. 
Mr. Asper was almost a life long 
resident of the county and one of its 
hest know’n business men. 
He was 
born near York Springs and spent his 
early years there. 
He enlisted at the 
time of the Civil W ar and after his 
return home engaged in the nursery 
business, being one of the principal 
representatives of the Franklin Davis 
Nursery Company, of Baltimore. 
He 
had about one hundred agents under 
him and himself traveled extensively 
through the southern states in the 
interest of the firm, using the old time 
sulky, as means of travel in those 
days were few. 
Irater he purchased a farm near the 
present site of Aspers and some time 
after that purchased the mill of his 
father-in-law. 
Henry 
Eppleman, 
which he remodeled and conducted up 
to the time of his death. 
The tile 
mill was erected in 1893 and with his 
sons he operated it successfully ever 
since, making 
it 
one of the 
best 
known industries of the county. 
Mr. Asper was ever alive to the in­ 
terests of his community and was one 
of the most energetic in securing the 
construction of the railroad through 
the upper end. 
He solicited stock 
subscriptions and with several others 
was largely responsible for the build­ 
ing of the road. 
The settlement about the station 
has grown since he moved there and 
a post office was established, taking 
his name, and the place is now known 
as Aspers. 
In addition to his inter­ 
ests there he is also a director in a 
cattle ranch in the west and con­ 
cerned in extensive investments 
in 
Baltimore. 
Mr. Asper leaves his wife and four 
children, Charles F. Asper, and Den 
ms C. Asper, of Aspers: Mrs. Robert 
Hawbecker, of ( amp Hill, and Mrs. 
K. B. Snyder, of Hagerstown. He also 
leaves two brothers and three sisters, 
John Asper, of ( ’hambersburg; J. II.

Secretary of W ar Stimson has de­ 
tailed Major Jam es E. Normoyle, of 
the q uarterm aster’s Department, to 
have complete 
charge of 
arrange­ 
ments for the semi-centennial of the 
Battle of Gettysburg, to be held on 
the battlefield July I, 2, 3, and 4, next. 
Major Normyole was the officer who 
had charge of the relief works in the 
vast Mississippi Valley flood district 
during the great flood of this year, 
when for a time more than 1,1)00,000 
people had to look to the army offi­ 
cers for relief. 
Major 
Normoyle’s 
work was of a character that attract­ 
ed the attention and admiration of 
his superiors, and it is for this reason 
he is selected by Secretary Stimson 
to lake charge of the big celebration 
at Gettysburg next July, when it is 
expected at least 40,000 veterans of 
the (’ivil W ar will be guests of the 
Government and of the State of Benn- 
sylvania for several days. 
Major Normoyle will lay out the 
grounds on which the thousands of 
tents for the housing of the veterans 
will be pitched. 
He will plan and su­ 
pervise the commissary department, 
including the hundreds of improvised 
kitchen and dining tents, and will 
have charge of all transportation fa­ 
cilities and everything else relating to 
the encampment. 
He will open his 
office in Gettysburg next week and 
begin work of preparing for the cele­ 
bration. 
In connection with the anniversary 
of the battle the following informa­ 
tion is desired by Adjutant General 
Thomas J. Stewart, as to surviving 
soldiers, now residing in Pennsylvan­ 
ia, who served in Bennsylvania or­ 
ganizations that participated in the 
Battle of Gettysburg, and who en­ 
listed and served therein prior to July 
4 th, 1863: 
Name, command, date of enlistment, 
date of discharge, post office address, 
railroad station nearest to residence.

give this mater all possible publicity

The 
whole tale has been reduced to a for 
mal statem ent aud has been signed by 
Hickey. 
Hickey is forty-seven years old and 
divorced.

personality. 
Previously he has adm itted to the 
pollee that he I- a drunkard and or 
several occasions was an inm ate ol 
the Kesw’lck Colony ot Mercy, w hen 
d ru u k aid s are given a (ham * to re 
form.

N. J., the plai e Hickey was traced t< 
through letters lie had written, them 
letters being the principal and, for a 
time, the only clues to the murder of 
Joseph Josephs, whose d ism e m b e rs 
body was found iu an outhouse neat 
his hom e on Nov id last 
Josephs dtsMpp*-sred on the atter 
noon of Oft. 12. 1911. 
It was at first 
believed he had been drowned, bu 
his father, George Josephs, a prom! 
Dent m erchant of Lackaw anna. Insist 
ed that the boy had been kidnapped 
and a countryw ide search was Bisti 
tuted 
The case attracte d widespread at 
tendon, a s * the father from tim e ti 
tim e le e c h e d anonym ous letters warn 
ing him to discontinue the search un 
der threat that his son would be m ur 
tiered In one postal card from Boston 
the then unidentified writer wrote ol 
m urdering a boy iu Central park, New 
York city. It reads; 
' W ednesday night, Dec 
lo, 19**2, I 
enticed Michael Kicao Kruck, a new s­ 
boy, into the park opposite the en 
tram e to tire arsenal police station. I 
strangled bim and just escaped th* 
orth er who found him.
